At the present time the country has 
J threo federal prisons located at At­ 
lanta. Georgia; Leavenworth, Kansas, 
aud McNeil Island, Washington. 
Prisons Are Inadequate. 
During the fiscal year w’hicb ended 
last June 30, it cost the government 
$1,748,094.85 lo maintain and operate 
these three institutions. This wa* an 
increase of $200,000 over the expen 
ditures of the federal prisons for the 
previous fiscal year. 
Yet in spite of tho greater expen 
ditures for operating 
these institu­ 
tions, federal prison officials claim 
that the three penitentiaries are whol 
ly inadequate for housing the steady 
stream of convicts being turned over 
daily by the courts. 
Last spring the 
crowded conditions of the prisons, par­ 
ticularly at Atlanta, became so acute 
that the superintendent of prisons ap­ 
pealed to the adjacent state institu­ 
tions to take over some of the federal 
prisoners. 
By "boarding out" groups 
of prisoners In this fashion, it 
was 
possible to find quarters for all the 
federal charges. 
In order to relieve the situation the 
superintendent has recommended to 
the attorney general 
that 
steps be 
taken to procure new corrective insti­ 
tutions for the government. 
I Ast spring the site was chosen and 
work begun on the new penitentiary 
for women now under construction at 
Alderson, West Virginia. This institu­ 
tion is intended to be a model correc­ 
tive Institution and will be modern in 
every respect. 
While the new women's prison will 
solve the question of what to do with 
feminine 
law 
breakers, who are at 
present confined in state prisons, it 
will not. ald the congested situation 
in the penitentiaries for men. 
The Department of Justice now fa­ 
vors as a solution of the congested 
problem the construction of a prison 
to be filled entirely by firvt offenders. 
Tho government’s prison experts ad­ 
vocate this plan because it is thought 
that by keeping first offenders ssgre 
gated they will be less apt to learn 
the tricks of the trade from hardened 
law breakers with whom they would 
mingle in the regular penitentiaries. 
It is argued that many young men 
are sent to prison for a first offense 
and return to society at the conclu­ 
sion of their terms not reformed, but 
rather schooled In greater lawlessness 
as a result of the tutelage they receiv­ 
ed from their associates in the cor­ 
rective institution. 
It is also estimated that first often 
ders alone number a large proportion 
of the total number of federal con­ 
victs annually, 
and 
would bo suffi­ 
cient to fill a new prison, thus reliev­ 
ing the congestion in the older insti­ 
tutions. 
One of tho outstanding problems in 
the administration of the prison syg- 
ter, in addition 
to 
the 
congestion 
question, is that of provklyig suitable 
employment for all the prisoners. At 
present large numbers of able-bodied 
prison Inmates are In enforced idle­ 
ness. 
The whole theory of 
the 
federal 
prisons Is based on the conception 
that a prison should be a corrective 
rather than a purely punitive institu­ 
tion. 
It is believed that many novi­ 
ces at lawbreaking can be redeemed 
lf trained 
in 
useful 
trade*, which 
would make it. possible for them to 
support themselves honestly. 
For this 
reason every prisoner is 
classified Is classified according to his 
training and ability and 
is 
set 
to 
learning some form of work. This Is 
not only considered beneficial for the 
prisoners, but make* it possible for 
them to make money for the govern­ 
ment during the period of their incar­ 
ceration. and render the prisons par­ 
tially self-supporting. 
Atlanta Mill Prosperous. 
The operation of the cotton duck 
niiU at the Atlanta penitentiary bas 
been emphasized a* an illustration of 
what can 
be accomplished through 
the proper employment of federal prlf- 
oners. 
At the close of the last fiscal year 
there were 3,250 prisoners in the A t­ 
lanta Institution. 
The total net cost 
of its maintenance for the year was 
$771,861. 
The duck 
mill produced 
during the year more than 8,500,000 
yard* of cotton duck, value*! at more 
than $1,600,000. 
A large part of thie 
output 
was 
purchased by the po** 
office department for the m anufacture i 
of mail sacks. 
Under the present system of paving j 


j the prisoners at this prison a bonus 
of two cents a yard for their work in 
the mill, the earnings of the convicts 
during the year amounted to $70M00, 
tho remainder of the returns from 
the sale of the duck going to defray 
the expenses of 
the 
prison. 
This 
prison also realized a net int erne of 
$83,00o from farm and dairy products 
during the year. 
A good deal was accomplished dur­ 
ing the year by the inmates of 
the 
Leavenworth penitentiary, who clear­ 
ed 940 acres of land in Platte county, 
Missouri, on a tract recently transfer­ 
red to the departm ent of justice from 
the 
war 
department. 
There were 
3,294 prisoners at Leavenworth dur­ 
ing the year, and 
the 
total income 
from the farm 
was 
approximately 
$64,000, while the expenditures nec­ 
essary 
to 
produce 
this 
income 
amounted to about $32,000. 
The work done on the farm of the 
McNeil Island penitentiary by the 618 
prisoner^ there resulted In a produc­ 
tion valued at $26,000. 
However, these activities have not 
been found sufficient to provide em­ 
ployment for all prisoners, and plans 
ure now being, perfected by the de­

Some Questions Answered

French Scientists Give Rec­ 
ipe They Use. 


New York 
A few months t.go tho 
world was aturtied by the announce­ 
ment that Professor Nagaoks in Ja ­ 
pan and Professor Miethe in Germany 
had succeeded In making gold <>ut of 
mercury. 
The process was not yet of 
commercial value, but still the trans­ 
mutation of the elements so ardently 
sought by the ancient alchemists had 
been effected 
Now come» the h-ser­ 
mon that some alchemists of th© old 
school in France have succeeded in 
doing the same thing, but th!» tim© it 
is real alchemy. 
The French have scorned a!) modern 
methods, und do not employ electric 
discharges or high 
tension currents. 
They still follow the recipe of th© 
medieval sorcerers. 
But, in contrast 
to their ancient brothers, they are not 
at all secretive «bout their work, and 
have published their proc educe in full, 
so that every one can now go ahead 
and produce gold in his spare lime. 
The idea is very simple. 
Take 125 
parts of pure sliver, seven ports of 
bisulphite of arsonic and three parts 
of sulphide ofSantimony. 
Melt this 
and keep it at a tem perature of 1,000 
degrees 
centigrade 
for 
some 
four 
hours and you will obtain a yellowish 
metal. 
Tills must ho melted 
«gain, 
arid again ten parts of the arsenic com­ 
pound should be added very gradually. 
And again you must keep the tem per­ 
ature at 1,000 degrees centigrade for 
four hours. 
Finally you «dd ten parts of potas­ 
sium nitrate, fen parts of ammonium 
chlorid»?, ten ports of borax und some 
powdered soap, which is supposed to 
purify the metal, which will new again 
take on a white color Your tubers are 
now finished, and you will b«* rew ard­ 
ed by finding one-quarter « f I p«‘r cent 
of gold in the residue.

The three-mill school tax levy and the proposed county road 
bond issue should be approves!. Vote “y e s” on these proposals. 
The proposed state debt limitation and uniform taxation 
amendments are recognized as .sensible proposals and merit con­ 
sideration. Opinion is divided on the proposed term extender 
amendment. 
All electors should go to the polls. It is a duty as well as a 
privilege. 
No voter should disfranchise himself, and fa ilu re to 
vote is disfranchisement. 
In East Liverpool, the only registration city in Columbiana 
county, registrars will be on duty from 5 to 9 o’clock tonight to 
issue transfers and enroll voters who have been given certificates 
of registration by the election supervisors. 
If you are’ qualified, vote tomorrow.

At the present time the country has 
three federal prisons located at At­ 
lanta, Georgia ; Leavenworth, Kansas, 
aud McNeil Island, Washington. 
Prisons Are Inadequate. 
During the fiscal year which ended 
last June 30, it cost the government 
$1,748,094.85 to maintain and operate 
these three institutions. This was an 
increase of $200,000 over the expen­ 
ditures of the federal prisons for the 
previous fiscal year. 
Yet in spite of the greater expen 
ditures for operating 
these institu­ 
tions, federal prison officials claim 
that the three penitentiaries are whol 
ly inadequate for housing the steady 
stream of convicts being turned over 
daily by the courts. 
Last spring the 
crowded conditione of the prisons, par­ 
ticularly at Atlanta, became so acute 
that the superintendent of prisons ap­ 
pealed to the adjacent state institu­ 
tions to take over some of the federal 
prisoners. 
By "boarding out” groups 
of prisoners in this fashion, it 
was 
possible to find quarters for all the 
federal charges. 
In order to relieve the situation the 
superintendent has recommended to 
the attorney general 
that 
nteps he 
taken to procure new corrective insti­ 
tutions for the government. 
lA st spring the site was chosen and 
work begun on the new penitentiary 
for women now under construction at 
Alderson, West Virginia. This institu­ 
tion is intended to be a model correc­ 
tive institution and will be modern In 
every respect. 
While the new women'» prison will 
solve the question of what to do with 
feminine 
law 
breakers, who are at 
present confined in state prisons, it 
will not ahi the congested situation 
in tile penitentiaries for men. 
The Department of Justice now fa­ 
vors as a solution of the congested 
problem the construction of a prison 
to be filled entirely by fir»t offenders. 
The government’s prison experts ad-, 
vocale this plun because it is thought 
that bv keeping first offenders Bugre 
gated they will he less apt to learn 
the tricks of the trade from hartleueil 
law breakers with whom they would 
mingle in the regular penitentiaries. 
I! is argued that many young mon 
are sent to prison for a first offense 
and return to society at the conclu 
sion of their term s not reforme»!, but 
rather schooled in grt*at»*r lawlessness 
as a result of the tutelage they receiv­ 
ed from their associates in the cor­ 
rective institution. 
It is also estimate»! that first offen- 
tlers alone number a large proportion 
of the total number of federal con­ 
victs annually, 
and 
would bo suffi­ 
cient to fill a new prison, thus reliev­ 
ing the congestion in the older insti­ 
tutions. 
One of tho outstanding problems in 
the adm inistration of tho prison ays 
ter, In addition 
to 
the 
congestion 
question, is that of providyig suitable 
employment for all the prisoners. At 
present large numbers of able-bodied 
prison inmates are in enforced idle­ 
ness. 
The whole theory of 
the 
federal 
prisons is based on the conception 
that a prison should be a corrective 
rather than a purely punitive institu­ 
tion. 
It is believed that many novi­ 
ce* at lawbreaking eau be redeemed 
lf trained 
in 
useful 
trades, which 
would make it possible for them to 
support themselves honestly. 
For this 
reason every prisoner is 
classified is classified according to his 
training and ability and 
is 
set to 
learning some form of work. This is 
not only considered beneficial for the 
prisoners, but makes it possible for 
them to make money for the govern­ 
ment during the period of their incar­ 
ceration, and render the prisons par­ 
tially self-supporting.
